I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report 

for  1951. 

3oth  Maternal  and  Infantile  Mortality  for  the 
area  are  highly  satisfactory. 

The  Death  Rate  from  cancer  has  risen  slightly, 
respiratory  (not  T/3)  has  fallen,  heart  disease  sho~/s  an 
increase  and  T/j  pulmonary  a decrease;  there  was  a fall 
in  infectious  diseses,  measles  producing  the  majority  of 
cases. 


Successful  vaccinations  show  a considerable 
reduction,  but  immunisations  a slight  increase. 

The  work  of  health  visiting  and  home  nursing 
has  continued  satisfactorily. 

The  water  supply  in  some  parishes  is  not  sat- 
isfactory in  quantity  and  quality;  sewerage  ard  sewage 
disposal  vary  considerably; .in  the  case  of  four  parishes 
combined  sewers  discharge  without  proper  treatment  to 
ditches;  a good  deal  of -work  has  been,  and.  is  being  done 
7/ith  regard  to  those  problems. 

with  regard  to  housing,  private  enterprise  has 
helped  in  increased  erection  of  houses,  as  ooncerns  temp- 
orary housing  great  difficulty  still  exists  in  dealing  with 
unsatisfactory  tenants  who  present  a grave  problem.  Ins- 
pection under  the  Housing  acts  has  continued  as  usual,  com- 
bined with  the  inspection  and  supervision  of  food. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  I have  not  had 
to  take  any  action  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations. 

May  I take  this  opportunity  of  flunking  all  member 
ox  the  Public  Health  Staff  and  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Rural  District  Council  Health  Committee  for  continued 
assistance  and  courtesy  at  all  times.

These  mains  supplies  in  the  area  are  I understand 
satisfactory  in  both  quantity  and  quality,  although  in  connec- 
tion with  the  latter,  the  wooer  is  hard,  making  necessary 
frequent  descaling  of  b -ck  fccilcr  of  hot  water  installations. 
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Taere  Isa  private  supply  from  Croft  to  Halnaby  Hall 
which  is  a bulk  supply  from  the  Tees  Valley  Water  Board. 

Samples  of  water  are  taken  by  the  statutory  undertakers 
and  the  results  indicate  that  these  supplies  are  wholesome. 
There  are  no  installations  for  the  treatment  of  water  apart 
from  filtration  and  chlorination  (Tees  Valley  W^ter  Bo^rd 
and  Richmond  R.D.C.  vm«er  supply).

Proposed  Scheme.  The.  Council  received  sot imatec  from  the. 

Tees  Valley  W at e r Bo..rn  in- connection  with  the  following 
schemes. 

1.  Eryholme . Provision  of  a main  from  Dalton  to  Eryholme 
village  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £12,UQ0. 

2.  Cleasby,  frbapleton,  Croft,  Ne  ton -Morrell  and  Barton.  By 
main  from  Piercebridge  to  Barton,  Newton  Morrell  and  via

for  consideration  by  the  Council. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal.  The  villages  of  Barton  and 
SVapleton  have  combined'  ae/weruge  and  Sewage  Disposal  systems. 

At  Cleasby,  Eryholme,  Mantle  Id,  Croft  and  Dalton  there  ire 
combined  sewers  which  discharge  without  proper  treatment  tc 
ditches.  In  the  remaining  parishes  of  Newton  llorrell,  Gliffc. , 
Grirsby  and  Over  ainsdale,.  no  public  sewer  is  available,  al- 
though there  arc  only  a few  scattered  dwelling  houses  in  -wa 
parishes.  In  all  the  parishes  many  houses  have  their  own 
cesspools,  some  with  filters  from  which  no  complaints  arc 
received.

food  premises.  The  difficulty  in  improving  conditions  is  asst 
apparent  in  dealing  with  the  small  village  snop  where  all  types 
of  commodities  arc  on  sale  in  a very  restricted  space. 


There  are  seven  public  houses,  including  hotels  in  che 
arco,,  four  of  which  have  catering  licences.  Improvements  were 
carried  out  to  the  kitchens  of  two  hotels  during  the  year.  The 
only  other  catering  establishments  are  a Nursery  School  and  a 
Tea  Garden  where  teas  are  served.  Ail  these  premises  are  satis- 
factory apart  from  the  sanitary  arrangements  in  three  small 
public  houses  and  the  Owners  have  been  advised.  In  one  case  we 
arc  aware  that  plans  arc  being  prepared. 

There  arc  five  other  public  houses,  some  of  which  arc 
not  satisfactory  in  all  respects,  although  wc  are  receiving  the 
co-operation  of  the  Brewery  Companies  in  bringing  them  up  to 
standard.

Rag  Flock  and  other  Filling  Materials  Regulations,  1 951 

the  above  Act  operated  from  1st  November,  1951  and 
is  desgined  to  secure  the  use  of  clean  filling  materials  in  up- 
holstered articles  and  other  articles  whi  eh  are  stuffed  or  lined. 

It  provides  for  the  registration  of  premises  where 
any  of  the  proscribed  filling  materials  are  used,  and  for  the 
licensing  of  premises  where  they  arc  manufactured. 

Authority  is  given  under  the  Act  for  samples  to 
be  taken  to  ascertain  the  cleanliness  of  the  materials  used. 

Phe  Regulations  prescribe  the  standards  of  cleanli- 
ness for  each  type  of  filling  mater il,  ooecify  the  prescribed 
analysis  for  the  tests,  fees  to  be  charged  and  form  of 
certificate,  ihey  also  indicate  the  form  in  which  records  are 
to  be  kept  by  Occupiers  of  premises  registered  or  licensed  fer 
the  purpose  of  the  Act.

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Bests  A ot«  1949. 

The  provisions  of  this  Act  give  rise  to  an 
increasing  amount  of  time  and  labour  being  spent  on 
Rodent  Control.  Not  only  is  it  the  d uty  of  the  Local 
Authority  go  treat  its  scaurs,  sewage  works  and  refuse 
tips  at  regular  intervals,  but  also  to  inspect  its 
entire  district  for  evidence  of  rat  or  mice  infestations 
This  latter  operation  is  carried  out  on  all  routine 
inspections  of  _11  types  of  property. 

Luring  the  year  the  Council's  sewers  at  Croft, 
Barton  and  s^plcton  '..ere  test  baited  twice  and  as  there 
v; ere  no  takes  at  Barton  and  Stapleton,  Croft  sewers 
were  the  only  ones  treated. 

The  only  tip  used  by  the  Council  in  the  area  is 
at  Croft  Airport,  and  this  is  treated  once  every  three 
months.  Only  one  business  premises  required  treatment 
during  the  yc<-,r,  although  the  agricultural  .rea  is  well 
served  by  the  Agricultural  Committee's  Rodent  Control 
service  (who  carried  out  this  work  for  farms  under 
contract ) . 

The  public  is  becoming  more  "rat  conscious"  and 
complaints  _re  being  received  in  greater  numbers,  malting 
it  increasingly  difficult  to  maintain  an  efficient 
service  with  the  existing  manpower.
